A WOMAN'S STORY OP THE BATTL 


INCIDENTS IN THE EXPERIENCE OF ON 


FAMILY DURING THAT AWFUL TIME. 


A Retrospect ol the Scenes ol Those Thro 


Thrilling Days ol July 1863—Sights 


Never lo be Forgotten. 


It was a quiet, plain old town upon 


which the July sun shone. It had been 
built ufter the old-country style by th 
early Scotch-Irish settlers, with th 
court-bouse m the center. This wa 
afterwards removed one block to th 
south, but the central circle remained 
called the Diamond or Square. From 
tbe Diamond, in mathematical precision 
stretched the four principal streets run 
ning toward the four points ot the com 
pass. The houses were set close to the 
sidewalks, with little space betweeu- 
loving companionship, perhaps, for then 
was no premium on tbe town lots. By 
a stranger, the town might have been 
termed ugly, uninteresting; but let him 
linger lone SBQ,u_g_a,to_megji1,the,aJip8p] 
table people, to enter the literary cireii 
created by the college and theologi- 
cal school, to enjoy a typical tea com 
pany of those former days; let him 
wander to tbe surrounding hills and 
catch the panorama of fertile vally, 
sheltering woodland, coxy homes exquis- 
ite blue of mountain, lighted by the 
famous sunsets. It was indeed an in- 
teresting old borough, with a remark 
ablehistoiy yet lo be unfolded. Years 
before the eventful "OS" a Frenchman 
visiting 
GBttysliinj? 
had exclaimed 


"What a Held for a battle I " It became 


I he Mnwi lean Waterloo. 


A Peacelul Valley* 


This vas truly a peaceful valley, in 


which was set this steeply town, very 
near to the Mason and Dixon Line, and 
almost on the riso dividing the Sueque- 
banua and 1'otomac valleys.

Baltimore, Ilarrisburg, York, 


Carlisle and other towns here met; 
hence it was that the two armies, mov- 
ing unexpectedly, and each foiling the 
other in attempt to trace its movements, 
were precipitated upon each other at an 
unexpected point marked out for this 
crisis in tbe civil war.

frey came out of the front door of the 
substantial house at the corner of Balti- 
more street aud the Diamond.

It was thought of others that sent Dr 


Godfrey into the confused streets that 
afternoon.

On 
that Friday afternoon Dr. Godfrey and 
his wife bad watched the proceeding 
from a second-story window, and tbe es- 
timable Doctor, owing to bis resem- 
blance to a United States Government 
ollicial, had been unpleasantly marked in 
tbe Rebel General's mind. Karly's other 
duties, however, forbade investigation

Tbe 
wide hall looked familiar, and the study 
door stood invitingly ajar. They passed 
ou to the large, square dining-room, 
which had witnessed many happy gath- 
erings, now presenting such a different 
scene, and later to entertain distinguish- 
ed Knests brought here in consequence 
of these terrible experiences.

The Doctor 
lowed him over the house. 
"Choose the place you think safest," 


he said. "Do not tell me, so I shall not 
be able to answer any questions, but tell 
Mrs. Godfrey, and she will see that your 
wants are supplied." 


The Captain chose the cellar, aud thus 


was concealed and kept for further use- 
fulness when years aftarward he was 
sent to Washington to make laws for 
that country which he had helped to 
save. 


Caspar, later, going into tbe cellar for

seemed quiet and peaceful. 
Between 4 


aud 5 began tbe terrible artillery fire. 
Desperately fought both Bides.

Peach Orchard. On pressed tbe oppos- 
ing forces, now gaining, now. losing, cap 
luring and being captured, but our line, 
although forced to recede, gained Little 
liound Top, a natural fortress, and cov- 
ered it wltii a network of breastworks, 
BO that the next morning it loomed up a 
second Gibraltar. 


July 2nd cloned with decided advant- 


age to the Union army. To Hie people 
in tbe town the result seemed doubtful, 
and they could only rest upon their con 
lldence in tbe Lord of Hosts. As tbe 
Bebels came back ID tbe streets of tbe 
town that night there was less boastful- 
neas and insolent elation. 


At dawn on Friday, July 3rd, our ar- 


tillery opened upon the enemy. Then 
came the attack of the Infantry and the 
battle was raging furiously. 
With ter- 


rible slaughter the Union forces drove 
back the Confederates. Between 1 and 
2 p. m. came most awful cannonading, 
such as was never equalled by the most 
terrlllc thunder, and the air was filled 
with wbiziiug, Horeaming.bursting shells 
and solid shot. Then followed Picket'** 
memorable charge. "Onto death" rode 
that brave brigade. They thought tbey 
were charging upon tbe Pennsylvania 
militia, but in amazament they exclaim- 
ed, "Tbe Army of tbe Potomac!'' One 
of tbe wounded officers, when he was 
able to rise and look about him, found 
the whole division bad disappeared, as if 
blown away by the wind. 
Xearly all 


were slaughtered or captured. 


The tide bad turned. 
The Pennsylvania Iteservea were or- 


dered lo charge on tbe enemy's battery 


burg. People even travelled from Phila- 
delphia to find rest and solid comfort in 
its cool shady dells.

Oi as a physician 
waa heaid to put it, mat there are tcis 
of people who are pamcular about bath- 
ing themselves, washing their hands and 
fac«s, but never realize the inside needs 
as much bathing and washing to gut rid 
ofirnpuriles and can only get it by drink- 
ing plenty of water. 


It has been demonstrated by the scien- 


tists that there are no substitutes for 
water ; that tea, coffei", milk, beer etc., 
do not answer the same purpose for they 
all contain ingiedJents which must be 
sepai attd before the liquid can be used 
by the system. Two quarts of water 
pure as nature can give it, or distilled 
so as to remove all impurities, is the 
quantity which scientists have demon- 
strated oiijjht to bii taken etich day as 
required by the system fora healthful 
functioning ot the organs. ;Sj it Is to be 
remembered that while we may differ 
politically w'th the Prohibitionists on 
many of their ideas and remedies, yet 
hack of it all is the cold water idea about 
which there can be no difference.

subject and lias been said tn be tlie first 
demand of the kind in Pennsylvania. 
It was January 9, 1S39. that Ihe first 
public temperance nicotine was lie d In 
this place in the Court House 
Its 


pledge required that members wholly 
abstain from ardent spirits and this six 
vi-arstefore the American Temperance 
Union adopted the principle of lota! ab- 
stinence. 
In a county temperance con- 


vention in 183i>, resolutions were offered 
but not adopted, denouncing the aale of 
intoxicating drinks asa "pubticnuisHr.ee 
which ought to t)e abandoned without 
delay" and in 18IS8 the convention peti- 
tioned the legislature to give each dis- 
trict the right to vole how reany 
licenses should be granted therein. 


The change ot public opinion in the 


county may be said to be illnatratfd by 
the number of licenses In force before 
any agitation started »mi afterward* up 
to Ihe present date. There wereiti 1824, 
92 license grants in the county, in !8:iS, 
21 and for anuir.ber nf years the licenses 
have numbered from 36 andSS, tne last 
being the number granted at the license 
court this year. 
A greater change is apparent in the 


lives of the people. 
"A hundred years

Gettysburg before the battle: What 


was its situation ? How was it prepared 
for the reception of two vast armies? 
It 


may be interesting to some to have these 
questions ansv/ured. 


Gettysburg for almost a quarter of a cen- 


tury had been an educational center. Her 
college and theological seminary attracted 
many students from all parts of the land. 
At the time of which we write the college 
was not co-educational, but there were 
several young ladies' schools of good re- 
putu ia the town. 


Then, as now, the many needs of the 


students iu these institutions gave .em- 
ployment to a large number of persons and 
the income derived from them was large. 
Hat the war changed all this. 
Stewart's 


niide made people fearful and much pa- 
tronage was withdrawn. 
Besides, many 


patriotic young men left the institutions 
to help fight their country's battles aud 
this income was very much reduced. 


The main industry of town waa caach 


making. This suited our situation very 
well. 
We were without water power, but 


thia work could all be done by hand. The 
principal market was the South and we 
were near enought to make it convenient 
to send our finished product to this market. 


A large number of men found work in 


the shops for woodworking, blacksmith- 
ing, painting, trimming and lace weaving, 
while women lined, hemmed and made 
buttonholes in the curtains aad lined and 
made ready the beautiful wool lace or 
braid with which the carriages ware orna- 
mented. 
But a change had come, the war 


had cut all the market; the busy shops 
were closed. No more could be seen the 
long trains of white muslin-covered Ye' 
hides rolling through our streets towaid 
the South.' 


Much granite had been sent to neighbor- 


ing towus. The war had stopped building 
to a great extunt and that source of living 
was shut down. 
Surely it was a quiet 


town in June of sixty-three. 


Vet, if the town was poor, its inhabi 


tantfl were generous, ae every regiment of 
Union soldiers who hail the good fortune 
to pass through it can testify. Opsn homes 
aud bauds were ready to minister to their 
needs; for were not our own brave boys in 
camp, and on the \veary march. 
Many 


slept under the sod on .Southern fields, 
fiotne wounded and maimed helped fill the 
hospitals and worse than ail others Ian- 
guished in dread Southern prisons, hun- 
gry and homesick and the love of these 
was extended to other "boys in blue" 
whenever opportunity offered 


Who that endured it can ever lorget the 


depression of the last half of June, sixty- 
three? 
How cur hearts quaked at the re- 


ports and counter-reports. It was certain- 
ly a time cf "wars and rumors of wnra." 


Everything but the bare necessities of 


living had been sent away for fear of the 
raiders, which were a constant menace. 


Merchants, dealers and tradesmen were 


idle. 
Women picked lint aud prepared

and cheapened. With the tariff on one 
side as an enemy and the cheap lands on 
the other aa a menace, it was not long 
until money seeking investment ilowed 
eastward. Agriculture had been render- 
ed unprofitable. 


Year after year the land wan rapidly 


taken up. Eventually the entire supply 
waa exhausted. 
With this rxhanstio: 


came a slow but gradual rise in the price 
of cereals. Demand now follows swiftly 
on the heels of supply. No longer does 
a vast surplus stare the country in the 
face to till outward bound ships. Xatnru 
is restoring the equilibrium. 


The two causes enumerated put agri- 


culture for many years at a disadvantage. 
Low prices prevailed, and there was lit- 
tle or no encouragement to engage in 
farming. 


When tbe lands west of Indiana were 


opened for settlement their development 
was unequalled, by reason of the readi- 
neas and eaae with which smooth, uuin- 
cumbered fertile prairies and plow fields 
of the west could be put in a state of 
cultivation. East of this region centur- 
ies bad been consumed in felling trees, 
grubbing and draining to get lands in 
condition 
for remunerative harvests, 


West of this dividing line the farmer 
was able to do on the prairie lands, reacly 
for the plow lh<) lirst season, more than 
the farmer e«t of it had been able to do 
in decades. Immense areas of the prairie 
land wera BOOH under cultivation. From 
them came a deluge of grain thct poured 
over the old stitos and Europe.

were scattered and agriculture in the old 
states almost ruined.
